Off snowmobile 
season expected in 
Crawford County

If you were disappointed by 
the poor snowmobiling weather 
this holiday weekend, you 
weren’t alone. Snowmobiling is 
an incredibly popular pastime in 
the local area and functions as an 
important facet of Crawford 
County’s tourist economy. 

What is the prognosis for the 
rest of the winter? 

“I think we’re going to see an 
off season this year,” said Rich 
Filley, president of the AuSable 
Valley Snowmobile Association 
(AVSA) and owner of a local 
snowmobile related business. 
The AVSA grooms and main- 
tains 70 miles of trails in 
Crawford County, but Filley 
fears that these trails may be 
underused this year due to vari- 
ous factors. 

“I get a lot of customers that 
are national guard, but I haven’t 
seen them in a couple of years,” 
said Filley. 

One major concern is that tratl 
usage by out-of-state national 
guardsmen will be significantly 
reduced due to the widespread 
deployment in Iraq. In the past,

Snow conditions are far from 
optimal either, but there is some 
good news in this area. First, the 
very fact that people have 
already been able to hit the trails 
this season is an encouraging 
sign. 

“We haven't had snow the last 
few years in December at all,” 
said Filley. This could be a sign 
that there will be a decent 
amount of snow once the weath- 
er stabilizes this year. There is 
even more good news for local 
riders.

Check ice thickness by using 
an ice spud, auger or cordless 
drill.

A less invasive method for 


identifying the spread of cancer 
to lymph nodes is being used for 
breast cancer and melanoma 
patients at Otsego Memorial 
Hospital by Wendy Frye, M.D., a 
general surgeon with the OMH 
Medical Group. 

The Sentinel Lymph Node 
Biopsy enables a surgeon to 
identify affected nodes and 
remove them for further study by 
a pathologist. This information 
is then used by an oncologist to 
determine the appropriate course 
of treatment. 

“With this procedure, an aver- 
age of two lymph nodes are 
removed, which means the inci- 
sion is small and recovery time is 
reduced,” said Dr. Frye. In the 
standard procedure, 10 to [5 
lymph nodes would have been 
removed, and a drainage catheter 
would have been needed for 
about a week after the procedure. 
By removing only a few nodes, 
the drainage catheter is not nec- 
essary. There is also a decreased 
risk of complications such as 
lymphedema, and nerve or vas- 
cujar injury. 

“I definitely believe in this 
procedure, because I’ve seen the 
difference it can make for 
patients,” said Dr. Frye. “It real- 
ly involves a team approach 
including radiology, pathology, 
and the Operating Room team, 
all working together to reach a 
diagnosis which will determine if 
a patient will need chemothera- 


>> 


py. 

To begin the procedure, a radi- 
ologist injects a radioactive trac- 
er into the breast. The lymph 
channels pick up the tracer and 
carry it to lymph nodgs t under the 
A gamma’ probe, which 


measures radiation, is used in 
surgery to detect the location of 
the nodes, The amount of radia- 
tion is low, less than a chest x- 
ray. 

In the operating room a blue 
dye is injected which is carried to 
the same nodes. This dye allows 
the surgeon to see the nodes. 

“We have a better chance of 
finding the nodes if we use both 
methods of identification,” said 
Dr. Frye. 

The iymph nodes removed 
predict the status of the remain- 
ing lymph nodes. The procedure 
may also be done in conjunction 
with breast surgery to treat the 
tumor. 

“The surgery time ts equiva- 
lent to the standard procedure, 
the difference is post-operative,” 
Dr. Frye said. “Most breast can- 
cer and melanoma patients are 
candidates for the procedure and 
this is rapidly becoming the stan- 
dard of care.” 

Dr. Frye said if the lymph 
nodes are palpable, the cancer is 
too advanced for this biopsy 
option and all of the nodes would 
need to be removed, 

The OMH Medical Group con- 
sists of 19 medical providers and 
the teams that support their prac- 
tices. The group includes pedi- 
atrics, family medicine, internal 
medicine, geriatrics, integrative 
medicine, general surgery, neu- 
rology, and an infusion therapy 
clinic. 

OMH Medical Group also 
works collaboratively with the 
providers at the MedCare Walk- 
In Clinic, located 1996 Walden 
Drive, and the courtesy special- 
ists at Otsego Diagnostic and
